May Have to Do W ith Activities In

German Secret Service. 


Washington, Oct. 29.—The confer­ 
ence between Emperor William of 
Germany and Ambassador Gerard has 
become the subject of much puzzling 
comment here; particularly in view 
of the fact it is the first audience to 
a neutral diplomat in many months. 
What was the object of the talk 
came up for speculation here. 
In the 
absence of any authoritative state­ 
ment, this comment is purely guess­ 
work thus far. 
State department officials insist that 
the ambassador had no instruction to 
request an audience with the emperor 
and the department had no knowledge 
in advance that he was to see him. 
The first suggestion brought out 
here was that the interview had to do 
with peace. 
If peace was discussed, 
it is believed it must have been on the 
’iiitiative of the kaiser, as the Wash­ 
ington government is determined not 
to initiate any moves toward peace 
until sucli overtures would be wel­ 
comed, 
, 
There has been a fresh crop of re­ 
ports from Berlin recently in regard 
to peace, but officials here do not con­ 
sider that they have effected any 
change in the situation. 
That the emanations from Berlin 
may now be supplemented by some 
move on the part of the kaiser is the 
inference that has grown out of his 
talk with Ambassador Gerard. 
It has 
been indicated, however, that if Ger­ 
many is trying to enlist the co-opera­ 
tion of the United States in bringing 
about a peace discussion, his task will 
be difficult, in view of the attitude of 
the allies. 
It is more than conceivable, how­ 
ever. that if the German emperor will 
go as far as to authorize the United 
States to inform the allies of German 
peace 
proposals 
they 
undoubtedly 
would be transmitted as desired. 
Tt has been also suggested that Am­ 
bassador Gerard was presenting to 
the German emperor the views of the 
United States government with regard 
to activities in this country designed 
to Interfere with munition shipments, 
with which the name of the German 
government 
has 
been 
connected.

mile for all purposes, cleaning and 
repairs. 
That 
one-eighth 
o f 
the 
mileage should get one and one-half 
times the appropriation that the oth­ 
er seven-eighths get i- so palpable 
unfair that it would seem it would 
only need to 1h* stated to be seen. 
When you add to this tin* fact that 
our street cleaning is costing double 
and treble that of our neighboring 
cities, then condition- become well 
nigh intolerable. 
Columbus cleans three miles of 
improved streets by hand for $2,243, 
$747 per mile. 
Seymour is asking 
$833 per mile and lias a machine. 
Crawfordsville keeps thirteen miles 
o f brick street- clean with five men 
and one team full time and one team 
half time. 
The force works full time 
from April 
to 
December and less 
than half time from December to 
April. 
The total expense is about 
$4,000 a year for the thirteen miles 
or 
about 
$300 
per 
mile 
against 
$833 |>er mile for Seymour. 
Franklin has five miles of improved 
streets, brick. 
They get up specifi­ 
cations and advertise for bids early 
in the year for cleaning to begin 
April 1 and continue until November 
1, seven months. 
1 call attention to 
the 
fact that 
Seymour 
merchants 
only use the sprinkler six months in 
the year. 
At Franklin the cleaning 
o f the five miles was bid off at $50 
a week this year, making the cost 
$1,500 
for seven months. 
Now 
it 
seems that the regular force con­ 
sisting of one team and driver and 
three men take care of all the streets 
sewers and alleys the remainder of 
the year, payroll for this time being 
about $1,400. 
Assuming one-half of 
this goes to improved streets, we 
have $2,200 for five miles or $440 
per mile against Seymour’s proposed 
$833 per mile. 
Lebanon has nine miles o f im­ 
proved streets. 
The statement of 
that city is not as clear as it might 
be but assuming that a full force is 
employed every day in the year in­ 
stead of seven and eight months as 
in Franklin and Crawfordsville, re-‘ 
spectively, 
the annual 
expense 
is 
$400 per mile 
against 
Seymour’s 
$833. 
Washington cleans three miles of 
brick streets with a rotary sweeper 
for $900 or $300 per mile, against 
Seymour’s $833. 
Bedford probably 
furnishes 
the 
best comparison for Seymour on a c ­ 
count of using tlusher similar to ours. 
They have six miles of brick streets. 
Total cost of cleaning is $1,800 or 
$300 a mile. 
O f this amount City 


p a y s 
$000, county $300 and abid­ 
ing property holders balance. 
Taking the five cities using imple­ 
ments for cleaning the average cost 
per mile i- $348. 
This ordinance 
proposed $833 a mile for Seymour, 
more than double, or to be exact GO 
per cent. more. 
It is needle-.- to add 
that no private business could long 
survive that was GO 
per cent, in­ 
efficient. 
Neithei could a city, but 
for its taxing and bond i-sue cap a­ 
city. 
Seymour has about 3.6 miles 
of improved streets at the average 
cost of cleaning, $348 a mile, this 
appropriation 
should 
be 
$1,252 
whereas the ordinance demands $3,- 
000. 
Thus we see vastly more is 
spent on the improved streets than 
is needed, while the graveled streets 
have had practically no a tent ion for 
eight years and are consequently reek­ 
ing with wornout road m aterial; full of 
ruts and washes, making it difficult 
to draw a reasonably load or to 
pass over them safely gt a reasonable 
peed in a light vehicle. 
To say 
nothing of impairing the efficiency of 
the fire department on which we are 
expending over $10,000 a year by 
impeding their progress to fires with 
possibility of a broken 
axle 
or 
spring or other accident which might 
prevent their arrival at all. 
In view* o f these facts, it would 
seem there is lack of efficiency in 
our street cleaning and we are w ar­ 
ranted in assuming that $1,900, the 
vmount proposed by the minority of 
the council, Rockstroh, Murray and 
^ey, is more than enough to keep tiie 
improved streets clean and sanitary. 
The council has already had a pro- 
>osal which would cut the whole co st 
en percent. 
I allude to Mr. K as­ 
per’s proposal to take up the -w eep­ 
ings for one-half of what we are 
now paying. 
It is to be hoped the 
council will reconsider this eminent- 
y liberal proposal and yet award 
his contract to Mr. Kasper, thereby 
saving the city $300 per year, the 
equivalent o f 400 loads o f gravel. 
While we agree that improved streets 
should he kept clean w’e cannot ad ­ 
mit that the cost necessarily is six ­ 
ty per cent, higher than in the neigh­ 
boring cities. 
Mindful o f our oath 
ot office it follows we cannot con­ 
scientiously consent to the city of 
Seymour paying sixty per cent, more 
for a given service than neighboring 
cities are paying. 
We are accord­ 
ingly impelled 
to return 
ordinance 
without approved.

The war is making itself felt in

The entire 400,000 Continentals will 
not be enlisted during the first year 
One-third of them, or 133.090. will be 
enlisted the first year, 133.000 the see 
oml year .and 133.000 the third year.

Henceforth that is the slo­ 
gan that will ring throughout 
the width and breadth of this 
country . 
President Wilson originated the ut 
terance in a notable speech before the 
Daughters of the dev olution at a re­ 
cent meeting held in Washington. 
Former President Roosev elt ex press­ 
ed the same sentiment in more v igor­ 
ous language on the following night in 
an address before the Knights of Co­ 
lumbus in New York city . 
The colo­ 
nel was at liberty to use words with 
more “ punch” than would be becoming 
the chief ex ecutiv e of the United States. 
As the New York World points out. 
President Lincoln at the Springfield 
conv ention said. ‘‘I do not believ e this 
gov ernment can endure half slav e and 
half free.” It adds that neither can It 
endure half American and half alien. 
Continuing, the World say s editorially : 
“ President Wilson In his address be­ 
fore the Daughters of the Rev olution 
defined the most v ital issue that the 
people of the United States hav e faced 
since slav ery and secession were throt­ 
tled—"America first." 
The issue goes 
to the v ery life of the republic. 
All 
the political differences, nil the eco­ 
nomic differences, all the industrial 
differences of the last fifty y ears were 
trifling in comparison with the funda­ 
mental question of whether the Amer­ 
ican people are the American people 
or whether they are a congeries of 
European immigrants who recognize 
no allegiance of patriotism to the coun­ 
try of their adoption. 
“ House Div ided Cannot Stand.” 
“ Lincoln's Scriptural warning that 
*a house div ided against itself cannot 
stand’ is as applicable today as It was 
in 18 58 . 
“ Mr. Roosev elt did not ov erstate the 
case when he said, echoing the senti­ 
ments of President Wilson:

i that was shed in the Rev olutionary 
war and in the civ il war was shed in 
v ain.” 
Patriotism at Fev er Heat. 
Not in recent y ears, certainly nol 
» ince the Spanish-American war. has 
the patriotism of all real American 
citizens been so aroused as it has by 
the speeches of the president and one 
of his predecessors. 
, 
The cry “ America first!” is sure to 
be heard all ov er the republic during 
the elections that are to come. 
Some 
hav e gone s<> far as to say that it will 
be the Democratic slogan in the 19 10 
campaign. 
Surely it will be receiv ed 
with great enthusiasm by all really 
patriotic citizens of this country . 
President Wilson’s speech will go 
down In history as one of the most 
ty pically American utterances that he 
has ev er made. 
The president spoke in a most kindly 
way about foreign born citizens of the 
United States. 
At the same time li€ 
reminded his hearers that a minority 
of naturalized Americans hav e not 
since the outbreak of the European 
war been ov erloy al to the great Amer­ 
ican Ideals, but he declared he knew 
where the v ast majority of American 
citizens of foreign birth would stand 
if a census were taken on the issue 
of America first. 
In part Mr. Wilson said: 
“ There is a v ery great thrill to be 
had from the memories of the Amer­ 
ican Rev olution, but the American Rev ­ 
olution was a beginning, not a con 
summation, arid the duty laid upon us 
by that beginning Is the duty of bring- 
j 
ing the things then begun to a noble 
triumph of completion. 
For it seems ; 
to me that the peculiarity of patriot- j 
ism in America is that it is not a mere 
sentiment. 
It is an activ e principle of 
conduct. 
It is something that was 
born Into the world, not to please it. 
but to regenerate it. 
It is something 
that was born into the world to re­ 
place sy stems that had preceded it and 
to bring men out upon a new plane of 
priv ilege. 
“ So from generation to generation 
strangers hav e had to be indoctrinated 
with the principles of the American 
family , and the wonder and the beau­ 
ty of It all hav e been that the Infection 
has been so generously easy . 
For the 
principles of liberty are united with 
the principles of hope. Ev ery Indiv id 
ual as well as ev ery nation wishes to 
realize the best thing that is lu him. 
the best thing that can be conceiv ed 
out of the materials of which his spirit 
is constructed. 


Drawn by American Ideals. 
“ It has happened lu « way that I 
think fascinates the imagination that 
we hav e not only been augmented by 
additions from outside, but that we 
hav e been greatly stimulated by those 
additions. 
Liv ing In the easy pros­ 
perity of a free people, knowing that 
the suu ban alway s been free to shine 
upon us and prosper our undertakings, 
we did not realize how hard the task 
of liberty Is and how rare the priv i­ 
lege of liberty is, and men were drawn 
out of ev ery climate and out of ev ery 
race because of an irresistible attrac­ 
tion of their spirits to the American 
ideal. 
“ Ev ery political action, ev ery social 
action, should hav e for its object in 
America at this time to challenge the 
spirit of America, to ask that ev ery 
man and w’oman who thinks first of 
America should rally to the standards 
of our life. 
There hav e been some 
among us who hav e not thought first 
of America, who hav e thought to use 
the might of America in some matter

"Neutrality is a negativ e word. 
It

America ought to feel. America has a 
heart, and that heart throbs with all 
aorta of Intense sy mpathies, but Amer­ 
ica has schooled its heart to lov e the 
things that America believ es In, and 
it ought to dev ote itself only to the 
things that America believ es in and. 
believ ing that America stands apart in 
its ideals. It ought not to allow itself 
to be drawn, so far as Its heart Is con­ 
cerned. Into any body 's quarrel. 


Knows Where They Stand. 


“ Some of the best stuff of America 
has come out of foreign lands, and 
some of the best stuff in America Is 
in the men who are naturalized citi­ 
zens of the United States. 1 would not 
be afraid ui>on the test of ‘America 
first’ to take a census of all the foreign 
born citizens of the United States, for 
I know that the v ast majority of them 
came here because they believ ed In 
America, and their belief in America 
has made them better citizens than 
some people who were born In Amer­ 
ica. 
“ I w’ould not feel any ex hilaration in 
belonging to America if I did not feel 
that she was something more than a 
rich and powerful nation. I should not 
feel proud to lie. In some respects and 
for a little while, her spokesman if 1 
did not believ e that there was some 
thing else than phy sical force behind J 
her. 
I believ e that the glory of Amer­ 
ica is that she is a great spiritual con­ 
ception and that In the spirit of her , 


institutions dwells not only her distinc­ 
tion but her power, and that the only 
thing that the world cannot permanent­ 
ly resist is the moral force of great and 
triumphant conv ictions.” 
The former president’s speech was a 
ty pical 
Roosev eltian 
utterance. 
He 
stirred his v ast audience to the high­ 
est pitch of enthusiasm when lie de- 
cla red: 


Some Roosev elt Punches. 


“ If songs such as *1 Didn’t Raise My 
Boy to Be a Soldier’ had been j>opular 
in '70 and ’til there wouldn’t be any 
one here today to sing them.” 
Other “ punches,” deliv ered straight 
from the shoulder, were: 
“ There Is no room proper in this 
country 
for the hy phenated Ameri­ 
can,” almost shouted the colonel. “ Yon 
can't hoist twro flags on the same flag­ 
pole and not hav e one underneath the 
other.” 
“ What is true of creed,” continued 
the colonel, “ Is no less true of nation­ 
ality . 
There is no room In this coun­ 
try for hy phenated Americanism. When 
I refer to hy phenated Americans I do 
not refer to naturalized Americans. 
Some of the v ery best Americans I 
hav e ev er known 
were naturalized 
Americans — Americans born abroad. 
But a hy phenated American Is not an 
American at all. 
This is J ust as true 
of the man who puts ‘nativ e’ before 
the hy phen as of the man who puts 
German or Irish or English or French 
before the hy phen.” 
"The men who do not become Amer­ 
icans and nothing else are hy phenated 
Americans, and there ought to be no 
room for them in this country . 
The 
man who calls himself an American 


citizen and who 3ret shows by bis ac­ 
tions that he is primarily the citizen 
of a foreign land play s a thoroughly 
mischiev ous part in the life of our 
body politic. 
“ During the last y ear and a quarter 
it has been brought home to us in 
startling fashion that many elements 
of our nation are not y et properly 
fused. 
It ought to be a literally op 
palling fact that members of two of 
the foreign embassies in this country 
hav e been discov ered to be implicated 
in Inciting their fellow country men, 
whether naturalized American citizens 
or not, to the destruction of property 
and the crippling of American indus­ 
tries that are operating in accordance 
with internal law and International 
agreement. 
“ We should dev ote ourselv es as a 
preparativ e to preparedness, alike in 
peace and war, to secure the three 
elemental things—one, a common lan 
g u n g e, 
the English language; two, the 
increase In our social loy alty —citizen­ 
ship absolutely undiv ided, a citizenship 
which acknowledges no flag ex cept the 
flag of the United States and which 
emphatically repudiates all duality of 
Intention 
or 
national 
loy alty , 
and. 
third, an intelligent and resolute effort 
for the remov al of industrial and so­ 
cial unrest, an effort which shall aim 
equally at securing ev ery man his 
rights and to make ev ery man under­ 
stand that unless he In good fHith per­ 
forms his duties he is not entitled to 
any rights at all.”
